possible  to  deal  with  the  houses  in  the  area  which  are  unfit 
for  habitation,  but  necessary  repairs  are  receiving 
attention. 

May  we  express  the  earnest  desire  that 
when  v/e  next  present  our  Report,  Great  Britain  may  once 
more  be  a  free  and  democratic  country  at  peace.
